PARIS, March 20.—Apprehen- 
sive over the demands of Chan- 
cellor Adolf Hitler that Germany

C. L. Gibbs, M.L.A., briefly 
addressed the meeting and invited 
those who were prepared to back 
up their statements, to be interview- 
ed by the legislative committee 
delving into the matter of jail con- 
ditions. He was warmly thanked for 
his remarks, and Chairman Good- 
ing asserted that Hon. Mr. McPher- 
son had also been invited to ad- 
dress the meeting, but that natur- 
ally no one expected to see him 
there. The expectation was justi- 
fied, for the minister did not ap- 
pear. 

Aldermen Findlay, Crang and 
Rice Sheppard were present and 
took a close interest in the stories. 


FORT CONDITIONS WORSE 

Highlights of some of the stories 
were: 

That conditions at Fort Saskatche- 
wan had become worse since War- 
den McLean had taken over the 
charge of the jail.

SUCCESSION DUTY 
ACT UNDER FIRE 


Strong protests were launched in 
the legislature by L. A. Giroux,! 
Liberal, Grouard, on Monday over 
the provisions in the new bili re- 
specting “Succession Duties Upon 
Property Passing and Upon Persons 
to Whom Property Passes at Death,” 
which, he declared, had the effect 
of imposing a double tax on bene- 
ficiaries

general. | 
Mr. Giroux declared that the) 


clause to which he objected, pro- 


viding for payment of duty by each 
succeeding beneficiary was not a 
provision of the British Columbia 


and Manitoba Acts. “You told us 
that this was a uniform Act,” 
charged Mr, Giroux. “We were 


given to understand that this mea- 
sure was approved in all the pro- 
vinces.” 

In answer to this, the Minister 
stated that all provinces had dis- 
cussed the general terms of such an 
Act at a conference held at Winni- 
peg, subsequent to the Privy Coun- 
cil decision in the I. K. Kerr estate 
case. But, at that conference the 
actual clauses to be included were 
left to the individual provinces. 
The Manitoba Act contained the 
provision to which Mr, Girdux ob- 
jected in the Alberta Act, and it 
had been in force in this province 
since 1932 in any case. But, in 
view of the fact that the Privy 
Council had constitutionally limit- 
ed Alberta's taxing capacity, a new 
Act had been necessary. He strong- 
ly defended the clause, stating that 
if it were changed the door might 
be opened to defeat the purpose of 
the Act. 

Col, F, C. Jamieson, K.C,, Con- 
servative, Edmonton, thought that 
the section dealing with safety de- 
posit boxes—in that they were not 
to be opened without the authority 
of the attorney-general—should be 
stricken from the bill. It would 
cause both annoyance and embar- 
rassment to the people, he said. 

Objection to this clause was 
raised also by Norman Hindsley, 
Independent, Calgary, who thought 
the safety box might contain e 
deceased's will with instructions as 
to burial and delay would result if 
permission of the department had 
to be obtained to open it. 

Premier J. E. Brownlee stated 
that it was considered that the sec- 
tion was vital, in that, in cases 
where an estate was largely made 
up of bonds, they might be remov- 
ed to escape payment of tax.

Claiming that one of the most 
promising paths to prosperity was 
by way of exports, and decrying 
the breakdown of international 
trade owing to the present militant 
spirit prevailing among nations, 
Major L. L. Anthes, Toronto, presi- 
dent of the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ Association, told the Alberta 
branch of this organization at the 
Macdonald hotel, Monday night, 
that business conditions would im- 
prove when there was a “freer 
movement of products to the vari- 
ous countries of the world.” 

Election of officers and reports 
of committee chairman were major 
items on the agenda for the annual 
meeting. Practically all lines of 
business were represented at the 
gathering, while officials of both 
the provincial and: municipal gov- 
ernments were present. 


MUST HAVE BUSINESS ETHICS 


Pointing to the NRA in the United 
States as a practical example of an 
effort being made by a great nation 
to reach economic recovery, Major 
Anthes nevertheless was of the 
opinion that “we do not need an 
NRA in Canada.” He did believe, 
however, that Canada must “put its 
house in order” and that this could 
only be done when the ethics of 
business were observed by all. 

“We must trade fairly,” he said. 
“If we have to ask the government 
to assist us in our business, we are 


not wr y of the businesses which 
we 1 nt.” 

He chat the Canadian export 
mark would be extended in the 


future, Major Anthes said that trade 
conditions were bright at present 
despite unsettled business condi- 
tions, Production in Canada had 
only dropped 15 per cent below the 
normal level set in 1926 “and yet 
we have required no artificial stim- 
ulus. We have made even greater 
strides than the United States.” 

While many reported the Empire 
Economic Conference at Ottawa 
to have been a failure, the speaker 
felt that it had been successful in- 
sofar as it had brought the units of 
the Empire closer together. 


CANADA “CLIMBING OUT” 

Referring to the forecasts made 
by economists of other countries 
as to Canada’s faiture prosperity, 
Major Anthes said that many in 
Great Britain who were in close 
touch with the progress of the Do- 
minion predicted a vast improve- 
ment in conditions here. Canada 
weathered the economic storm and 
was now climbing out of the de- 
pression,

Civic relief expenditures have 
climbed to $208,134.04 to date this 
year as compared to $202,887.45 for 
the same period in 1933, H. F. Mc- 
Kee, manager of the special relief 
department, has reported to city 
commissioners. 

For the period from January 1 
to March 10, an amount of $203,- 
139.28 was expended on married 
men and women, $4,405.77 on single 
women and girls and $588.99 on em- 
ergency cases, 

Married cases in receipt of food 
allowances during the week ended 
March 10 numbered 2,466; emerg- 
ency cases, eight, and single women 
and girls, 125. A total of 203 for- 
mer city relief cases have been} 
placed on farms under the provin- 
cial relief settlement plan since the 
first of the year.

INVALIDATED ACT 


REVENUES SAFE 


By a vote of 42 to 16 the legisla- 
ture, on Monday gave second read- 
ing to the act respecting taxes paid 
pursuant to invalid statutes, being 
piloted through the house by Hon. 
J. F. Lymburn, K.C., attorney 
general. The principal of the Act 
is to retain for the province money 
received under any statute which 
has been subsequently declared in- 
The Act is primarily the 
outgrowth of the Privy Council de- 
cision on the I. K. Kerr estate case 


of Calgary, in which portions of 
Duties Act were 
declared invalid. 

The province, by the Act, is seek- 
ing to protect more than’$1,000,000 
collected in succession duties. 

In the division the government, 
Tories and Labor stood together. 
For the moment Peter A. Miskew, 


Liberal, Victoria, stood with his 
former colleagues, voting for the 
measure, 


W. E. Payne, K.C., Conservative, 
Red Deer, after reviewing the his- 
tory of the Succession Duties Acts 
both in this province and Ontario, 


jhe summed up his arguments by 


declaring that he thought the Act 
under review was quite alright. He 
submitted that the province had 
the right to retain money collected 
under the Act. 

He did, however, think that it 
was going too far in applying the 
principal to other statutes that 
might be declared invalid. 

L, A. Giroux, Liberal, Grouard, 
contended there were two things in 
the Act which he did not like. 

“I do not think that this Act 


should be applied to any and every 
statute passed subsequently that 


might be declared invalid and I do 
not think it is right to deprive those 
people who have paid succession 
duties under protest, of the right 
to appeal to the courts if they want 
to do so. Surely both the govern- 
ment and the attorney general will 
agree that these people should not 
be deprived of their rights in this 
respect. I think the government 
should specify the statutes to which 
this Act is to apply. Certainly the 
government is entitled to some pro- 
tection, but the protection desired 
should be stipulated,” 

Col. F. C. Jamieson, K.C., con- 
tended that if the government had 
received money under protest the 
right to appeal should not be taken 
from residents. If this right were 
taken away the government would 
be repudiating an agreement. 

Hon. Mr. Lymburn submitted 
that this view was not sound law. 
He thought it would be a mistuke 
to enumerate the Acts to which this 
should apply.

It was impossible to place govern- 
ment debts in Canada under one 
control as long as the provinces de- 
clined to surrender concessions 
about future obligations. 
| “To consolidate the debts of the 
provinces,” said Mr. Bennett, 
| “would mean the consent of those 
| holding the securities, people liv- 
ing in London, practically a!l 
states of the American Union and 
other parts of the world, or the 
repudiation by the provinces of 
their obligations. 

“Can we contemplate the latter 
alternative? Can we force the 
former? 


| NO REPUDIATION OR DEFAULT 


| “Can this Dominion of Canada, a 
| young country, seeking capital, on} 
the threshold of greater develop- 
ment than in the past, maintain its 
position among the nations of the 
world if we either repudiate or de- 
fault? | 

“Those are the alternatives and | 
we might as well face them. This 
country has not been built up by 
people anxious to repudiate their 
own obligations or those of their 
fathers.” 

An effectual conversion of Dom- | 
inion bonds was impossible as long | 
as the tax-free bonds were out- 
| standing, continued the prime min- | 
| ister. And the annual deficits of 
the Canadian National Railways— |} 
last year it wss $68,000,000—must 
cease, 


MUST ACT OR 
LOSE REPUTATION 

“It is easy to say we cannot do 
it,’ said Mr. Bennett, referring to 
carrying the annual interest charges 
on Canadian debts, “but the answer 
is we must do it. We must do it or 
lose our reputation.” 

There can be no half-way mea- 
sures, There can be no develop- 
ment, no caring for the poor (re- 
lief) unless our capacity to get 
further funds to develop this | 
country, is maintained.” 

As long as he remained at the 
head of the government, Mr. Ben- 
nett intimated, there would be no 
repudiation “or we would lose our 
financial integrity and bring ruin to 
the country and the Canadian peo- 
ple.” 


REPUTATION GOOD 


Whatever else might be said, Mr. 
Bennett went on, Canada enjoyed | 


the reputation of having met every | 
obligation in the terms of the con- 
tract and of maintaining its finan- 
cial integrity during a period of 
great stress. 

The government desired to con- 
vert the debt but in doing so Can- 
ada’s integrity must be maintained 
to the last dollar. ' 

Before a conversion were at- 
tempted Mr, Bennett believed the 
country would have to deal with 
the railway problem. So long as the 
government had to provide nearly 
a million and a half dollars a week 
|to meet a deficit on the Canadian 
National railways there could be no| 
conversion. 


RAILROAD CURTAILMENT 

As long as that condition pre-| 
vailed, Mr. Bennett said, he be- 
lieved the problem of conversion 
was “almost if not wholly insuper- 
able.” That is why, he said, the 
government had asked parliament 
to give such wide powers to the 
three trustees of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways to demonstrate to 
what extent it was possible to cur- 
tail expenditures, reduce the de- 
ficit and still maintain a service for 
the people. 

But this could not be done, he 
said, by running palatial cars into 
small communities, or by operating 
two trains where one would do. 

“Everything that can be done is 
being done,” concluded Mr. Ben- 
nett, “having in mind the necessity 
of converting the debt of this coun- 
try to a lower rate of interest.”

maturing obligations. 

Just prior, to his departure for 
London to attend the world eco- 
nomic conference, in June last, the 
prime minister advised the Bank 
Montreal that the necessary 
order-in-council would be passed, 
and subsequent details were carried 
out by Rt. Hon. Sir George Perley, 
acting prime minister. 

Eight of the chartered banks par- 
ticipated in the loan, for five years 
at five percent interest. Against the 
loan the railway pledged $100,000,- 
000 of its perpetual four percent 
consolidated debenture stock. 

The banks participating, and 
amounts, are as follows: Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, $10.524,000; Do- 
minion Bank, $2,808,000; Banque 
Canadian Nationale, $1,500,000; Bank

EUROPE IS NO MODEL 
| Farmers and wage-earners in Alberta are 
{| told they do not know how lucky they are in 
not being taxed like the peasants and 
“proletarians” in Europe.

CONSPICUOUS BECAUSE RARE 

Montreal could be trusted to produce a 
relief “scandal.” Canada's biggest city is also 
its consistently worst governed city. 

Federal auditors are said to have discovered 
“maladministration and _ irregularities” con- 
nected with a $4,800,000 relief work program 
| undertaken there two years ago. With a result 
that the Dominion and provincial Governments 
threatened to refuse payment of $1,125,000 on a 
total claim for reimbursement of $2,400,000. 
Which seems to be a polite way of saying some- 
body is suspected of having stolen one-quarter 
of the relief money, 

With only enough relief money on hand to 
last until tomorrow, a hurry-up conference of 
federal, provincial and municipal authorities 
was arranged with the city’s bankers, to prevent 
relief being cut off and the needy left to suffer 
because rogues had plundered the funds. 

“The exception proves the rule’; sor at least 
calls attention to it. During three years and a 
half of unprecedented unemployment and 
nation-wide distribution of relief money, there 
|| have been very few cases in which relief offi- 
cials have been accused of dishonesty. That is 
something of which Canadians may be proud. 
The national integrity has not gone to pieces 
under the terrific strain. The Montreal “scandal” 
is conspicuous because there have been so few 
of the kind. 


SET THE WAGE RATE 

| The House of Commons heard the other day 
that the Government of Canada Has been buy- 
ing supplies from “sweat shop” concerns which 
pay their girl employees from $2 to $3 a week 
wages, Even the parliamentary upholders of 
“sound” money, low wages and long hours must 
have felt humiliation when they heard that 
astounding statement. 

Hon. Wesley Gordon, Minister of Labor, said 
in defence all contracts let by the federal Gov- 
ernment carry a clause stating that provincial 
| labor laws must be observed. Legally, that is 
a complete defence. It is the business of the 
provincial governments to protect wage-earners 
against exploitation, to set minimum w age rates 
and see that these are paid. No doubt former 
Dominion governments have done precisely as 
the present one —left it to the provincial author- 
ities to attend to their duties in the matter. 

But a legalistic defence is not good enough. 
The Government of Canada owes something 
more to wage-earners than to leave them at 
the mercy of a cowardly or indifferent provin- 
| cial government when it comes to the question 
of wages to be paid on a Dominion contract. 
|| The taxpayers of Canada may be poor but the 
most of them are too decent to want Govern- 
ment orders filled at slave wages 

Canada should have a national minimum 
wage. The eastern provinces will not consent 
to that and the federal authority cannot compel 
them to. But parliament can Say, and should 
say, that no Dominion contract shall be let to 
any contractor who does not bind himself to 
pay the highest minimum wage required in any 
Canadian province, 


ACT FIRST; INVESTIGATE 
AFTER 

A committee of parliament is investigating 
the spread between the price the manufacturer 
gets and the price the consumer pays. Another 
committee is investigating the “sound banking 
practice” of the banks and bankers. An inves- 
| tigation into bank clerks’ wages is suggested as

another probable line of inquiry. It will take 
steamroller tactics to prevent investigation into 
the financial set-up of Canadian industry and 
the orgy of stock-watering. Unless parliament 
is wilfully dumb there will be an inquiry into 
the latest episode in the lurid history of Beau- 
harnois. 

Of the making of investigations there is no 
end if parliament intends to undertake piece- 
meal to ventilate every phase of the financial, 
industrial and commercial activities of the 
country, The snows of next winter may in that 
event find the Commoners grouped in probing 
committees, or a flock of Royal commissions 
galloping about the country on pretentious and 
expensive quests. 

What the people of Canada need at this 
moment is not investigation but action. 
Measures that will set our idle thousands at 
work for living wages, and make cheap money 
available for public and private construction 
and business purposes; these are the things 
needed, forthwith and desperately. 

If parliament will provide these urgent re- 
quirements, the members may spend the sum- 
mer profitably looking into the dark corners 
of financial and commercial operations. Unless 
they supply these means of recovery, not all 
the investigations that can be carried on before 
the snow flies next fall can touch the source 
of the national distress or curb the creeping 
insolvency that is eating away the substance of 
our people.

Customs and excise revenue collected in 
February last showed a net increase of $3,405,- 
031, as compared with receipts in February, 
1933. Customs duty receipts totalled $5,148,- 
231, increase $789,259; excise taxes $7,883,321, 
increase $2,425,187; excise duties $2,523,064, in- 
crease $189,655; sundry collections $57,991, in- 
crease $931. During the eleven months period, 
April 1, 1933, to February 28, 1934, customs and 
excise net revenue totalled $185,294,212, as 
against $173,482,365 collected in the same per- 
iod last year, a net increase of $11,811,847. Cus- 
toms revenue, including sundry collections, 
showed a net decrease of $5,739,466, while ex- 
cise revenue showed a net increase of $17,551,- 
313. Income tax receipts in February, 1934, 
amounted to $1,680,183, a net increase of $346,- 
845 over February of last year. In the eleven 
months period income tax revenue totalled $38,- 
838,142, as compared with $60,343,112 in the 
Same period of 1932-33, a difference of $1,504,-

The Passing Show

Some good news for the Cutty Sark watches 
of Edmonton, Caigary and» Winnipeg. The 
famous old witch of the seas whose name is 
held in honor for the greatest clipper ship ever 
to spread white wings to the sea breezes, is 
likely to run her easting down once more. Her 
present owner, Captain W. H. 
Dowman of Falmouth, is 
thinking of entering the 
white-winged clipper in the 
next Australian race. 

It is 64 years ago since the 
beautiful ship came down the 
ways at Scott and Linton’s 
building yard at Dumbarton, 
Scotland. For two decades in 
the China tea trade she held 
the proud honor of never 
having been passed at sea by

anything that floats, be it in steam or sail. 
When the reign of the clipper ship ended, 
Cutty Sark was sold to Portuguese owners, who 
shortened her tall masts, reduced her rig and 


gave her a foreign name. It looked as if she 
was doomed to drudgery till she should bleach 
her bones on some rock-ribbed shore. Then 
one day, his interest aroused by the beautiful 
lines of the neglected craft, Capt. Dowman saw 
her. Under the putty and paint he found her 
famous name. He spent nearly £4,000 to re- 
deem her from the Portuguese owners, and an- 
other £18,000 to recondition her, with masts 
and yards and sails as she was in the days when 
she could make Melbourne from England in less 
than 70 days. 

Not a cent has Capt. Dowman ever charged 
the sightseers who come to view the beautiful 
ship, though he has made a living for many a 
Falmouth boatman. It has been his pride to 
restore the lovely craft to her former pride. 
“Money wouldn't buy her,” he told an inter- 
viewer who suggested that the National British 
Trust should buy her as a gift to the nation in 
remembrance of the great days of sail. He has 
willed her to his fourteen-year-old son, but is 
considering the pleas of those who wish to see 
the Cutty Sark once more breast the seas of 
the roaring forties and fight her way round- 
Cape Horn. 

“There's the job of picking a suitable crew 
of men,” he said cautiously. 

If he can’t raise a suitable crew in old Eng- 
land we'll have to see what the western prairies 
can do. 


Reading Hendrik Willem van Loon’s “Indis- 
creet Itinerary” in bed till the small hours of 
the morning, I learned that Cape Horn despite 
its seemingly English name is a reminder of 
the days when the Dutch were masters of the 
sea, It was originally called Cape Hoorn, after 
the little city of that name on the Zuyder Zee. 

They were great chaps, these Dutch, for 
giving homeland names to the settlements they 
established in the far quarters of the world. 
There's a Staten Island in the Straits of Mag- 
ellan as well as off New York. There’s a Nova 
Zembla still used as a jumping off place by ex- 
plorers anxious to visit the North Pole, while 
in the remote hemisphere New Zealand bears 
memory to the discoverers from Zeeland. 

The island of Mauritius between Madagas- 
car and India honors Prince Maurice of Nas- 
sau (son of William tne Silent), while Roose- 
velt—the bearer of a Dutch name—summers at 
the village of Kromme Elboog on the Hudson. 
This million and a half of Dutchmen left their 
mark when they tried to grasp the world in 
their clutch, though the task was greater than 
their grip. They still hold a rich colony in the 
East Indies. 


Van Loon is now on a worid trip which em- 
braces calls at Madagascar, Mauritius, Batavia, 
New Zealand and Cape Town—all places where 
the Dutch have held sway. My brother Harry, 
who had recognition as a marine artist, is one 
of the crew of the Franconia on which van 
Loon is travelling. Van Loon is skilled in black 


and white work and they appear to have be-, 


come quite friendly. 

My brother writes that he sold a canvas to 
the Countess of Mexborough on the voyage and 
expects other commissions. I wish some one 
would invent a way by which I could trsvel 
the South Seas from Los Angeles westward 


‘through the Fijis, the Friendly Isles, Manila, 


New Guinea, New Zealand, Australia, the Cape 
and home to New York—with about a hundred 
stops—selling Passing Shows at goodly prices 
on the way. The ancient mariners who faced 
tempests and the. unknown, scurvy and mut- 
iny, to explore the uncharted seas didn't know 
they were pioneering cushy jobs for mariners 
in floating hotels some generations later. 


I've always sympathized with a Sunday 
School superintendent in my native town who 
in the days when “animated pictures” were 
new, engaged a travelling cinematographer to 
give an exhibition in the church hall —and 
there was shown upon the screen on his sum- 
mer holidays careering down the board walk 
of a summer resort with a festive lady on either 
arm. 

A few nights ago in Edmonton I ran into 
myself ol a sereen, puffing a cigarette on the 
ruined bastion walls of the Prince of Wales 
Fort at Port Churchill. The exhibitor was 
Ernie Poole, well-known engineer and con- 
tractor, who took a portable movie camera with 
him on the Boards of Trade trip to Churchill 
in the summer of 1931 when the Hudson Bay 
Railroad was opened, The exhibit was a rev- 
elation of the perfection of parlor films. Those 
shown, including both color and black and 
white films of the Hudson Bay trip and hunting 
and travel jaunts from the prairies to the Pa- 
cific coast, are the equal in photography of pro- 
fessional films. President Wallace of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta, who is credited with the dis- 
covery and consequent opening up of the rich 
Flin Flon country tapped by the road, was an 
interesting commentator on the Hudson Bay 
pictures. 

The Hudson Bay road, projected since the 
early days of the C.P.R. and agitated for through 
several decades, has not yet entered on its 
proper heritage. The depression smote the 
prairies the season the road was opened. Only 
those who have seen the wonderfully-protected 
harbor, its great grain-loading facilities and the 
fertility of the first 300 miles of the country 
north of The Pas can measure the loss that 
Churchill suffered through being born too late 
—or too early.

Symptoms of 


Infantile Paralysis 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The early symptoms of infantile paralysis 
may seem to be like those of many children’s 
disorders. The first symptom is fever an@ with 
it are found headache and perhaps flushing of 
the face. Some cases start slowly, others sud- 
denly with vomiting. The patient is often con- 
stipated, but diarrhea may be 
present; often he becomes 
drowsy and falls asleep many 
times during the day, and 
the child who has been nat- 
urally cheerful is cross, 
cranky and easily irritated. 
Two other symptoms which 
suggest the disease are seen 
when the child sweats and 
fails to pass the liquid waste 
from the kidneys. 

The child who shows these

early symptoms should be resting in bed, should 
be given no food although he may have all the 
water he desires, and every two hours you are 
to give him fruit juice. 

Some pain may appear when the head is 
nodded forward and when the lower part of the 


spine is bent. If the pain is in the lower back, 
the child will complain when the mother tries 
to carry him in her arms. However, with the 
pain of infantile paralysis, no swelling is found. 

About the fourth day or later, the weakness 
and paralysis may appear. The legs are the 
parts often paralyzed, next come the arms. 
The loss of movement in the muscles varies 
greatly, and in some cases may amount to only 
a pronounced weakness while in other cases 
actual paralysis may develop. Fortunately, 
paralysis develops in only one child out of five. 

If paralysis exists, the muscles become flabby 
and the parts may be blue and cold. Due to 
lack of use and lack of a good blood circulation, 
the muscles also waste away. It is hard to ex- 
plain to you how weak these muscles are. If 
you ate in good health, it is one of the easiest 
things in the world for you to move a muscle 
simply by wanting to do it, but a victim of in- 
fantile paralysis may not be able to move the 
paralyzed muscles at all, and even after he im- 
proves sufficiently to be able to carry out a 
small movement, the effort requires all of his 
attention and willpower. 

In describing the power of these paralyzed 
muscles, it has been called “mouse power.” In 
other words, where you use man-power, the pa- 
tient with infantile paralysis has at his com- 
mand only mouse power. However, the ability 
to make even the slightest movement is a hope- 
ful sign. 

What occurs in infantile paralysis is that 
certain patches of nerve tissue here and there 
are destroyed. The patient loses the power to 
move the muscles controlled by those particular 
nerves, but as a rule unharmed nerve patches 
will remain, and, by patient exercise and other 
helps, these can be re-trained to take over the 
work of those that are damaged. Such re- 
training is necessarily very slow, but will often 
bring about remarkable results. 

Many successful cures have been achieved 
and a good rule to follow is to take it for grant- 
ed that recovery will occur. The patient who 
will avoid becoming too tired by exercise has 
nothing to lose from this treatment and every- 
thing to gain.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION—From O. Z., of Portland, Ore- 
gon: “Could you tell me what ‘leukoplakia’ is?” 

ANSWER — Leukoplakia is also called 
“Smokers’ Patch” and is a disease marked by 
the development upon the mucus membranes of 
the mouth of white thickened patches which 
sometimes show a tendency to form cracks or 
fissures. The disease usually attacks the ton- 
gue, but may be found in other parts. One of 
the first symptoms which the patient notes is 
that the affected part is extremely sensitive to 
heat or cold or to highly spiced foods. In some 
cases, the disorder is traced to a continual ir- 
ritation from broken edges on decayed teeth. 
The usual case develops in an adult male, and 
more men develop the disorder than women. As 
the patches begin to form, it will look as though 
the mucus membrane has been covered by a 
thin layer of milk. It is very important that 
the mouth be kept clean and I ‘usually advise 
that the patient consult his physician as to the 
treatment in his individual case. In some cases, 
it is necesgary to use ,the electric cautery. I 
have found that Vitamin A is particularly bene- 
ficial in this disorder. 

QUESTION — From V. V., San Antonio, 
Texas: “I get a pain through my left arm which 
sometimes lasts for an hour and sometimes for 
a few minutes. Do you think that I might have 
a cancer?” 

ANSWER—It is impossible for me to tell 
you the cause of your pain since I have not.ex- 
amined you, but I very much doubt that it is 
due to cancer. I believe that the best plan is 
for you to have your doctor make a diagnosis. 
If you give me a copy of his report, I will then 
know the cause of your pain and can advise you 
as to treatment.

WILL THEY GERMINATE? 
Seasonal conditions during the 
past year were unfavorable for 


the production of oats of high 
quality in Alberta. Dry weather 
in the southern parts of the prov- 
ince and frosts in the tentral and 
northern sections had serious ef- 
fects on germination and vitality. 
As a result, many of the oats har- 
vested are proving to be unsulted 
for seeding purposes. 

Results obtained at the Seed 
Branch, Dominion Department of 
Agriculture, Calgary, in testing 
oats for germination show this 
condition very plainly. Out of a 
total of nearly three thousand 
samples tested between mid-Oc- 
tober and mid-February, 22 per 
cent proved to germinate below 
65 per cent--65 per cent being the 
minimum germination for the 
lowest grade of seed oats. A fur- 
ther 14 per cent showed a ger- 
minating percentage between 65 
and 75; these are within the ger- | 
mination required for number 
three seed oats but are not con- 
sidered as high class seed. Hence 
36 per cent of all oats tested in 
this period have very poor ger- 
minating ability. 

While the condition exists over 
the entire oat growing area of the 
province, it is most serious in the 
central and northern sections. 
The figures have been prepared 
to show the results by census di- 
visions. These show that the 
northern and northwestern dis- 
tricts have suffered the severest 
damage. For that portion of Brit- 
ish Columbia that lies west of 
the Peace River district the dam- | 
age was most severe. From a to- 
tol of 140 samples from this dis- 
trict, 108 or approximately 77 
per cent showed germination 
under 75 per cent. | 

The census divisions lying 
north, northeast and west of the 
Edmonten district show a range 
of from 36 to 49 per cent ger- 
minating under 75 per cent. Those 


divisions lying between Edmon- 
ton and Calgary are somewhat 
less affected but even in these 
the percentages of poor samples 
range from 20 to 42 per cent. 

It is important, therefore, that 
all lots of oats intended for seed 
should be tested for germination. 
It is relatively ¢asy to make this 
test on the farm. A simple and 
satisfactory method of determin- 
ing how oats will grow-is as fol- 
lows: Plant 100 average kernels 
in soil in each of two flower pots 
or similar containers. The oats 
should be buried to a depth of 
from half an inch to an inch in 
the soil. When planted, the soil 
should be thoroughly moistened 
and afterwards kept damp _ but 
not wet. The pots should be kept 
at ordinary living room tempera- 
tures; a sunny window makes a 
very satisfactroy location. 

The germination should be 
counted at the end of six and 12 
days. The first of these counts is 
of greater importance than the 
second, for the oats of stronger 
vitality will be the first to show 
above the ground. Those that 
are slower in emerging have 
lower vitality and are less } ‘sely 
to produce healthy, vir vrous 
plants under field conditions.

Strong demands for opening of 
the duck shooting season 15 days 


earlier than has been customary, 
were made in the legislature on 
Monday night by H,. H. Dakin, Lib- 
eral, Beaver River, during discus- 
sion of game branch estimates.

Dakin contended that “this ought 
to be done. The ducks are doing 


a lot of damage up in the northern 
part of the province, Earlier open- 
ing would enable city people to 
come and perform the dual service 
of having their sport and helping 
the farmer protect his crops from 
the inroads of hungry mallards.” 


SPECIAL PERMIT SYSTEM 


In reply, Hon, Mr, Hoadley stated 
that it would appear as though the 
recent date was the best. If there 
was any desire to protect crops 
from the ducks, application could be 
made for # special permit. 

“But it takes so long to get a 
permit,” declared Mr, Dakin. 

“We will see that the nearest 
Royal Canadian Mounted policeman 
is vested with the necessary author- 
ity to issue same if you are troubled 
in your district,” replied the Min- 
ister,

“ORDERS” OFTEN FAIL 

But the next time there is a 
good chance she will open the 
closet door and put them away her- 
self.

When combined with suggestion it 
is almost unbeatable. 

There is nothing wrong with a 
direct order. It is not necessary to 
think that no small child can stand 
a direct command. He should and 
there is no great need always to 
explain to him “why,” either. Un- 
qualified obedience has its place in 


all child-parent selationships But

it often fails for a clear reason. 
With small children these reasons 
are many and varied. They forget, 
or they are deeply interested in 
something else, or their attention is 
off wool - gathering. Sometimes 
when they are told to do too many 
things they become apathetic and 
careless from too much to remem- 
ber, or just plain resentment. 
Suggestion of a_ certain kind, 
however, is more harmful than 
good. This is particularly true of 
the child surrounded by adults 
with their peculiar tastes. Try to 
get a child to eat food that nobody 
else will touch. Or try to get him 
to wear a suit like the neighbor's 
boys that everyone at home has 
laughed at. It may not be like it 
but if he thinks it similar it’s out— 
for him, Or if he hears much about 


sickness, he may even begin to use 
that as an excuse not to do things. 
“I don't feel well,” he begs off. 

Children are great imitators. The 
power of suggestion combined with 
interest is at work here, The con- 
duct of the family will reflect al- 
most instantly in a child's manners, 
his speech, his tastes and his be- 
havior, This is why environment 
plays such a part in life. 


TIME FOR “SUGGESTION” 


Later, his judgment or personal 
preferences may combat it to some 
extent if he notices defects, or the 
opposite may happen. He may be 
developing unfortunate character- 
istics by outside contacts and throw 
off right home influence. We have 
another problem here. 


However, suggestion in its active 
sénse can be used nicely and hap- 
pily. The time chosen is important. 
It usually fails if the child has set 
up a determined wall of refusal al- 
ready. No use in turning diplo- 
matic in the middle of a tantrum or 
a stubborn spell. And it won't do 
much good if he is deeply inter- 
ested in something else at the 
time, It is part of a mother's 
equipment in something to be used 
with judgment, She will come in 
time to know. 

Care must be taken as the child 
nears six not to underrate his 
growing “fact” sense, Suggestion 
cannot then be too obvious or have 


the flavor of “fooling.”

For these reasons, loin 
chops are often somewhat higher 
in price than rib and shoulder 
chops, 

Next in desirability is the rib} 
chop. It also is juicy and tender 
and of good flavor but has no ten- 
derloin on one side of the bone. 

Then comes the shoulder chop, 
which is larger and of darker col- 
ored meat than the loim and rib 
chops. The texture of the meat is 
coarser than in the other two and 
there is more bone through the 
chop. 

The rib and loin chop can be cut 
single or double as you prefer. 
Double chops are especially nice 
for baking and stuffing. Naturally 
on account of the thickness of the 
meat they take longer to cook than 
the single chop. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR COOKING 

And here are some suggestions 
for cooking pork chops. 

Always cook all pork products 
at a low temperature. 

Panned chops are cooked in the} 
frying pan on top the stove. Trim 
off enough fat from the edges of 
the chops to lightly oil the frying 
pan. In other words, rub the bit 
of fat over the surface of the pan 
until it looks very shiny but there | 
is no surplus fat. Add chops and

PROCRUSTEAN METHOD 


The solution offered by modern |

That is to say the monetary sup-| 
plies of the country, being depend- | 
ent on the quantity of gold in the 
country, which is comparatively | 
| Speaking fixed, cannot expand with 
|the growth and increasing produc- 
tion of the nation, and further, they | 
‘are dependent on the movement of’ 
gold, so that if gold moves out of 
the country, the monetary supplies 
must be reduced correspondingly, 
which results in deflation. And de- 
flation may also be decided on as 
a set policy, A policy of deflation 
lowering prices of the world’s real 
wealth, and bringing about general 
insolvency, raises the purchasing 
power of gold and the fortunate 
holders become enriched. That has 
been the settled policy of bankers 
for more than a century as shown 
in the recent book, “Monarchy or 
Money Power.” The system has 
been made to work only by such 
means as the instalment system, 
which means a mortgage on the 
future, and especially by mans of 
the ingenious device of issuing 
credit and creating debt to many 
times the amount of the gold base, 
thus‘erecting on a slender gold base 
|a vast inverted pyramid, of debt. 
| The whole thing is unreal, and its 
| unreality is shown in times of crisis 
when the pyramid ‘collapses, as for 
example on the outbreak of war in 
August,.1914. Then the British gov- 
ernment came to the rescue of the 
Bank of England by printing treas- 
}ury bills and declaring them to be 
| legal tender, in other words by use 
of the national credit. The war was 
financed throughout on the national 
| credit and it was not till 1925 that 
Britain, on the advice of the Bank 
of England, restored the gold stand- 
ard. But only for six years. The 
logic of facts was too strong, and in 
1931 the standard was again 
| abandoned. Notwithstanding all that 
the fiction is still kept up. Though 
gold cannot be used and is never 
seen, we were supposed to keep in

For during the 
war financiers had acquired large 
quantities of paper money at low 
rates, and naturally they were 
anxious to convert it into gold with 
a resultant profit. Thus the gold 
standard came to be established in 
Britain. The rules laid down were 
(1) that money must be free to 
find its level wherever the highest 
profits were attainable, whether at 
home and abroad, and (2) that 
when gold was exported, it should 
not be compensated by any increase | 
in the money supplies at home. The} 
result was that the export of gold | 


caused insufficiency of money at/| 
home, with a consequent fall in} 
prices and reductions of wages. 


“The basis of this system is star- 
vation. The home producer is held, 
all the time, in a vice, He cannot} 
earn profits unless he can produce 
as cheaply as his competitors in 
foreign markets. He must there- 
fore cut wages or close down. But 
he cannot hope to dispose of all 
his goods in a market starved of 
purchasing power by reason of the 
low wages. He must therefore pro- 
duce, as far as possible, for export. 
Thus a system the object of which | 
in its beginning was to supply the 
needs of Englishmen (or French- 
men or Germans) is bent now to a 
different object—namely, the supply 
of goods cheap enough to compete 
successfully in foreign markets, No 
country is allowed to live to itself; 
on the contrary, every country is} 
played off against every other coun- 
try, so that the rewards accruing | 
to money may everywhere be as 
high as can possibly be obtained 
short of provoking violence among 
the wretched victims of the system.”

¥cons, nots and cheque money or 
credit, are alike regarded by the 
law as money or the means of pay- 
ment, and are embraced by the 
legal definition of money. The 
amount of notes which may be is- 
sued is strictly limited by the Bank 
act and the Finance act, but there 
are no legal limits to the amount 
of credit which ymay be _ issued. 
‘There are practical limits, the limits 
of safety, for the banker is always 
under a liability to make payment 
in legal tender, although in normal 
times this is seldom called for. 
practice the ratio of credit to cash 
reserves is about 10 to 1, but it is 
often exceeded, 


LOANS TO INDUSTRY 
Now money generally passes into 
circulation through the banking 
system by way of loans to industry. 
These loans are made as credits to 
the producer, because the banker 
must be satisfied that the proposed 
production will result in a profit, 
in order to assure him that he will 
receive repayment not only of the 
rincipal sum advanced,®but also of 
he interest. Then the money filters 
hrough the channels of industry, 
nd is distributed in the form of 
‘wages, salaries and dividends, pay- 
able to workmen, managers and 
shareholders, and thus reaches the 
pockets of the ultimate consumer 
as purchasing power. And from the 
onsumer the stream turns back- 
ard again through industry, until 
t reaches its original source, the 
bank, where the credit is wiped 
put or cancelled, Financing the 
onsumer as such is a novel idea 
because there is no profit and con- 
Fequently no interest to be looked 
or from the act of consumption.

are payments made as wages, sal- 
aries or dividends, (b) those 
which are made for capital goods, 
such as buildings and machinery, 
as distinguished from ultimate or 
consumable goods, for raw mater- 
jals and for repayment of bank 
loans and interest, and of these 
two classes only the first is dis- 
tributed as purchasing power to 
ultimate consumer. Price must be 
equal to A plus B, but only A is 
available to purchase the product. 
Hence there must arise a chronic 
lag in purchasing power. This 
lag was disguised in past years so 
long as industry in the chief in- 
dustrial nations was active in the 
Production of capital goods, not 
only for their own development 
but also for the devcJopment of 


during this period large sums 
were distributed as purchasing 
power, which supplied the means 
fer the purchase of consumable 
goods. Now that nearly every 
nation is industrially equipped 
and the end of the age of expan- 
sion has been reached, that stream 
of purchasing power has dried up 


and income which is inherent in 
the economic structure is fully 
exposed. 2, 

The second reason is the remozse- 
less displacement of human labor 
| by the steady advance of science, 
;a fact which is so well known to 
every one that there is no need 
to dwell on it. That factor will pro- 
gressively increase, 
has computed that if things take 
their normal course, without any 
startling new inventions to acceler- 
ate the process, out of an employ- 
able population in Great Britain of 
between 12 and 13 millions at the 
present time, by 1942 it will be pos- 
sible to supply the people of the 
country with all the goods and 
services they can require for a 
much higher standard of living 
than at present, with only one- 
third of the workers, thus leaving 
8,000,000 unemployed, 


INSANE GOLD POLICY 


Thirdly because of the insane 
gold policy of the world and the 
policy of deflation which was put 
into force by the banking author- 
ities from 1929 onwards, whereby 
loans were called in, credit issues 
were cancelled, and the money in 
circulation in the country was cur- 
tailed by a vast amount, I have 
already referred to Mr. Cahan's 
statement that it amounted to $932,- 
000,000, It has often been said, 
that the depression was caused by 
loss of confidence, That is merely 
another way of saying the same 
thing, for @eflation followed by 
falling prices destroyed confidence. 

These consequences were predict- 
ed by Major Douglas 15 years ago. 
When he appeared before the Bank- 
ing Committee at Ottawa in 1923, he 
used these solemn and prophetic 
words, “I am absolutely convinced 
that if you continue as you are now 
doing for any considerable period 
of time, you are heading for the 
most terrific disaster that the mind 
of man can conceive,” At that time 
there was no apaprent shadow on 
the horizon of the country's pros- 
perity and men paid little heed to 
that fateful prophecy, which was 
destined to a terrible fulfilment. 

The Douglas proposals consist 
of three features, (1) the institu- 
tion of a national credit accouni; 

(2) the just price and (3) national 
dividends, The last two I shall 
only touch on lightly, leaving it 
to my colleagues to discuss them 
more fully, and shall confine my 
| attention chiefly to the national 
credit account,

| The gold basis has been con- 
demned by cminent eccnomists, 
by Sir Ba: B’acke’t, who is a 
| governor of the Bank of England 
| and by some of the most import- 
| ant bodies of commercial men. 

The London Chamber of Com- 
merce has denounced gold as the 
most dishenest standard of a 
va'ue in the world. For it is not 
stable. It is traded in as a com- 
modity and bought and sold 
feverishly. One has cn'ly to re- 
call the fluctuations of gold during 
the last year. 

Therefore we say that the gold 
basis must be discarded, as unreal 
and a fraud, and that the true basis 
of a monetary system should be a 
reality, the national wealth, the 
national credit of Canada. We say 
further that in the operation of the 
credit system the banks have 
usurped the crown prerogative. I 
may summarize the argument thus: 
(1) The creation and issue of all 
our money is part of the crown 
| prerogative; (2) the prerogative can 
jonly be surrendered or delegated 
by statute (Right Hon. R. B. Ben- 
}nett in Hansard p. 105); (3) the 
right to create money has been 
delegated to the banks under the 
| Bank Act only in the issue of bank 
notes; (4) credit as used in the 
cheque system is money, Halsbury’s 
Laws of England is quite plain on 
that; (5) in point of fact the banks 
do create and issue credit money, 
which, as I have said, forms 90 to 
95 per cent of our money; (6) that 
power has never been granted to 
the banks by any statute and there- 
fore as exercised it is a usurpation 
of the prerogative; (7) the exercise 
of this power by any private cor- 
poration is without legal warrant 
and consequently is illegal, differ- 
ing only in degree and not in kind, 
from the art of the counterfeiter; 
(8) the power being inherent in the 
state, no statute is required to re- 
store it to the state. 


POPULAR DELUSION 

The public generally believes 
that banks only lend the savings 
of their depositors, that is money 
already in existence, and the banks 
foster that belief. It is a popular 
delusion. It is beyond the neces- 
sity of argument, for the authori- 
ties are manifold and clear, that in 
making loans banks create de- 
posits, that is bring new money 
into existence, and that when loans 
are repaid the money is destroyed, 
and that this is the chief instru- 
ment of the power and wealth of 
the banking system. It is by this 
means that the banks in England 
were enabled to declare dividends 
of from 15 to 18 per cent last year 
and that the bomb proof fortress is 
now being built for the new Bank 
of England, to cost $25,000,000 
with a kitchen alone costing $200,- 
000.00, 

Now the basic proposal of the 
Douglas system is that the state 
| should resume the power, or, if you 
will, prohibit the banks from its 
exercise, and that the national 
credit instead of gold should be 
made the base of our monetary 
system. The present gold reserves 
should be taken over by the state 
|for use only in the settlement of 
international balances, That will 
be done under the proposed Central 
Bank Act. Observe that there is 
no suggestion of nationalisation of 
the banks, , The banks would con- 
tinue to operate as banks, but the 
jcreation,, issue and control of 
money would be vested in the state 
and operated through a_ national 
|credit authority. 
| The amount of the national 
credit will be ascertained by the 
| Department of Statistics at 
Ottawa. I am informed that the 
necessary statistics are already 
available and if not they can 
readily be completed. The na- 
tional credit would consist of the 


{ In subsequent stock-taking all 
| national appreciation and national 
| depreciation would be allowed for, 
all new production, all new plant or 
machinery installed, and all imports, 
| national depreciation would include 
all consumption or goods, all depre- 
ciation or obsolescence of plant, all 
exports. How much this national 
! credit account would amount to, it 
|is of course impossible for me to 
| say. But it is certain that it would 
be greatly in excess of the total of 
| our present monetary supplies. 


REVERSE PROCESS 

Now the problem with which we 
| started being to equate the national 
| consumption with the national pro- 
duction (it being understood that 
| consumption includes all exports 
|and production all imports), it is 
clear that during any given period 
the money in the hands of the com- 
munity should be sufficient to buy 
the ultimate or consumable goods 
produced by the community during 
that period. In other words, instead 
of following the Procrustean method 
of restricting production to meet 
insufficient purchasing power, we 


increase purchasing power to the 


tire product of industry, recognizing 
that consumption is the sole aim of 
all production. Hitherto credit has 
| always been given on the produc- 
tion side of industry, leading to an 
increase in costs through interest 
charges, whether the goods are sold 
or not, and this has been one of the 
causes of the lag between produc- 
tion and purchasing power. But it 


in actual sale, that the productive 
process finds its end fulfilled, and 
it is at the moment that we propose 
to introduce the new principle of 
consumer credit. That will neces- 
sarily increase the amount of money 
in circulation and would naturally 
lead to a rise in prices, or inflation, 
and we would be just where we 
were, Therefore the second feature 
of the Douglas proposals here comes 
into operation—the just price or the 
price discount, both lowering the 
price. They are alternative meth- 
ods attaining the same end. 


I shall leave the detailed explan- 
ation of this proposal and the pro- 
posal of the national dividend to 
my colleagues, and shall here say 
only that the object of the just 
price or price discount is to oper- 
ate as an automatic and scientific 
check on inflation, while increasing 
the purchasing power of the con- 
sumer, And as to the third pro- 
posal, the national dividend, I may 
say that it is intended to mect the 
displacement of labor by machin- 
ery. It recognized that the fruits 
of scientific invention and the pro- 
| gress of knowledge are not the pro- 
| perty of any small group of capital- 
ists, but are the common heritage 
of generations of men, as knowl- 
edge is handed down from age to 
age; that they are what is known 
| as the cultural heritage of the race, 
and that all men have a just claim 
to participate in them as rightful 
heirs; that every one has conse- 
quently a right to a dividend on the 
national credit account sufficient 
to provide the necessities of life, in 
adequate measure, without the stig- 
ma associated wiih public relief or 
the dole, which as well as old age 
pensions, mother’s allowance and 
the like the national dividend would 
| Supersedo; and that this feature 
may be expected to increase with 
jthe advance of mechanical power.

now facing what Sir Frederick 
Hopkins, president of the British 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science, has called the age of 
leisure. The men so displaced will 
have to be provided for, because 


maintained, the products of indus- 
try cannot be disposed of and the 
machinery of production will stall. 
Such provision must be made as a 
natural right and in the interests 
of society itself out of the national 
credit account, and not as charity 
through taxation of those who con- 
tinue to be employed. The old 
notion that work is the sole title of 
money, which has run through the 
ages, derived from the Apostolic 
injugction in the age of scarcity, 
will disappear. In a scientific age 
when machines will do the work of 
100 men, work cannot be found for 
all, that is work in industry or com- 
pulsory work. But leisure will not 
mean idleness, for men will have 
to learn how to use their leisure | 
in nobler ways than in self-im-| 
provement, Money will no longer 


monopoly of a privileged few, but 
as mere tickets distributed by the 
state to its citizens as the means of 
exchange. Next,’ as governments 
will use the national credit for fin- 
ancing, precisely as the banks now 
do, but without creation of debt 
and interest charges, we shall be 
able at no distant date to pay off 
government debts, thereby making 
an enormous saving in _ interest 
charges and enabling taxation to 
be substantially reduced. Indeed 
it is possible that in time taxation 
may be wholly eliminated, but I 
do not wish to be positive about 
that. And finally, except in these

FOREIGN TRADE 


There remains to be considered 
the question of foreign trade. 1 
must ask you to go back a little in| 
history, At one time, it was illegal 
to export the King’s money, the! 
means of payment of the people 
beyond the kingdom, though the 
law was often evaded, Then, from 
I believe about the middle of the 
18th century, financiers cdvanced 
the doctrine that money must be 
free to find its level by export to 
any part of the world, where it 
could earn the greatest profit, ir- 
respective of any national need. 
Those were the days of the grow- 
ing trade with India and the ex- 
pansion of the American colonies 
through slave labor, and money

profitable fields, Bankers and fin- 
anciers adopted an international 


outlook. The world was their 
sphere of operations. Profit, not 
patriotism, was their objective. But 
Turgot, the great comptroller gen- 
eral of Louis XVI, and after him) 
Napoleon, saw the danger of this 
doctrine. For the consequence was 
scarcity of money and hence dear 
money, at home, with high interest 
rates, resulting in the crippling of 
home industry and poverty. With | 
a home market incapable of ab-| 
sorbing home production by reason) 
of lack of purehasing power, the 
goods which could not be sold at 


appeared to work well. Britain 
with her invention of the steam 
engine and its application to fac- 
tory production, led the world in} 
the race. America was settling and 
harnessing a continent, It was an 
age of capital expansion, The whole 
world offered a field for the home: 
manufacturer. We built railways 
and factories in the South Ameri- 
can Republics, India, Japan, China, | 
everywhere. Where goods could not 
be taken, or were not wanted, in 
payment, the banks established | 
credits, and bonds were taken and 
sold to the British investor, Every- 
thing looked lovely. But the end of 
the age of expansion has been 
reached, Every country is now in- 
dustrially equipped and is seeking 
markets for its exports. And the 
rich export market open to 19th 
century Britain no longer exists. | 
The bankers’ policy has reduced 
most of the nations to insolvency. 
While Canada puffs out its chest 
proudly and tells the world it will | 
pay every bond according to the 
letter of the contract, others have 
defaulted by scores, and the bonds 
held by confiding investors are 
proving to be so much waste paper. 
They have turned out to be free | 
gifts to the foreigner. How much} 
better if those free gifts had been 
made to the home population. 

For what Major Douglas foretold} 
in 1919 and through the subsequent 
years, has now come to pass. He 
said that under the rules of opera- 
tion of the present financial sys- 
tem industry cannot generate suffi- 
cient purchasing power to pur- 
chase the products of industry. The 
only outlet for the unsold products 
is the foreign market. When econ- 
omists speak of the need for en- 
largement of markets, it is foreign 
markets they mean, not the home 
market. But now foreign markets 
are contracting more and more. 
Every foreign market is being 
closed,,and every nation is seeking 
the same end, to export its undis- 
posable surplus elsewhere, As each 
nation is unable to purchase the 
whole of its home production, it ob- 
viously lacks purchasing power to 
pay for imports. Now, as economic 
causes lie at the root of modern 
war, this world wide scramble for 
foreign markéts leads straight to 
war, war which by its wholesale 
destruction is the great absorber. 
That is where our present system 
is driving us. 

HOME MARKET 

Under the system advocated by 
Major Douglas exports have, of 
course, their place. But the prime 
emphasis is laid on the home mar- 
ket. Sufficient purchasing power 
should be available at home to take 
up all the products of home indus- 
try to the limit of real demand. Ex- 
ports would be paid for by imports, 
and both would be taken into ac- 
count in the formulation of the 
just price, exports being included 
in total consumption and imports 
in total production. Exports would 
be sold for what they would fetch, |

C.C.F, PLATFORM WEAK 


The C.C.F. platform is weak in 
that it makes no provision for the 
steadying of prices such as Major 
Douglas has devised in the just 
price. Increasing the supplies of 
money will inevitably cause a pro- 
portionate rise in prices, Further, 
the C. C. F, leaders say that they 
will give everyone a job. I quote 
from the Alberta Labor News: 
“The C. C. F, aimed to print money 
just like Bennett had done, only it 
would be used to put the workers 
into work at wages that would give 
them the necessaries of life.” You 
know quite well that it cannct be 
done, Our U. F. A, members have 
been telling us at Ottawa that in- 
dustry will never be able to absorb 
the whole available labor, And yet 
displaced labor must be provided 
for. That is done by the national 
dividend. The figures have been 
worked out for Great Britain, pro- 
visionally, of course, for the exact 
figures will have to be based on 
exact statistics and worked out by 
accountants, but we know their 
capabilities approximately, I ask 
you to set that plan against the 
other panacea of hard work and 
thrift and tighten your belts. 


Now this legislature may not be 
able to put this plan in force in Al- 
berta, for it touches the national 
money, which lies within the sole 
jurisdiction of the federal parlia- 
ment.

requires them “acurat@ly to define 
the extent of the hazards” on their 
courses. This will solve the prob- 
lem of some players who previous- 
ly did not know whether or not 
they should ground their clubs in 
playing a ball out of a clump of 
trees which, some of them argued, 
were included by the definition of 
“bush” as a hazard. That word is 
now strutk from the definitions of 
hazards in any event 

The student of golf rules will 
find many things which he has per- 
haps been misnaming in the past. 
At least if he reads the book of 
rules he will find a few pointers to 
help him in those nineteenth hole 
discussions when he wishes to im- 
press his golfing friends by his use 
of correct golf terms, 

The man who does so will never 


| again committee the error of talking 


about a “four-ball foursome” as so 
many players are heard to do. For 
the Rules of Golf Committee, in 
pushing the names and definitions 


of matches right up to the front, 


gives the necessary leads in this 
regard. 

Golf matches are described as 
follows: 


Single—When two 
pose each other. 

Threesome --One player against 
two, each side playing one ball. 

Foursome—Two play against two, 
each side playing alternate strokes 
with one ball and each player of 
side driving from eiternate teeing 
grounds. 

Three-ball Match-—Three play 
against one another, each playing 
his own ball. 

Best Ball Match—One player 
against best ball of two or three 
opposing players, each playing his 
own ball, 

Four Ball Match-—-Two players 
each playing his own ball against 
the better ball of two other play- 
ers‘also each playing own ball. In 
a four ball match the best ball and 
best aggregate are usually counted 
one point on each side, the match 
being decided by points won, 

Mixed Foursome—Lady and gen- 
tleman against lady and gentleman, 
each side playing one ball in alter- 
nate stroke and each player of 
side playing from alternate teeing 
grounds regardless of which player 
made last stroke on preceding hole. 

Incidentally, surprisingly few 
players know the limits of the tee- 
ing ground, the starting point for 
every hole. This is a rectangular 
apace the depth of two club lengths 

rectly behind the line of the two 
markers. When the markers are 
set back on the teeing ground to 
provide a full length hole, there 
must be six feet clear space behind 
their line to provide a legal teeing 
ground, This is taken care of in 
measuring a golf hole by taking 
the yardage from a point of six 
feet from the back of the teeing 
ground and measuring to the cen- 
tre of the green. 

Another hint for those discus- 
sions, Have you obseved the defin- 
ition of a penalty stroke? Your rule 
book will tell you that a penalty 
stroke “is a stroke added to the 
score of a side under certain rules 
and does not affect the rotation of 
play.”
